on December 6 and 7 under the management of R. 

Austin Backus, attracted a tremendous crowd of well 
over 1,000 interested Holstein fans from at least ten 
states. The first day, designated as Classic Day, saw 85 
head of the tops of the sale bring an average of $220 
with a top for females of $1,000 and a top for bulls of 
$415. The second day 118 head were sold, a desirable 
lot but mostly rather more commercial in character than 
most of those sold the first day, with prices well main- 
tained, making a grand total for the two-day sale of 
$38,189.50 for the 203 head or an average of $178.26. 
Included in the sale total were about 48 baby calves, 
quite a large percentage of them bulls, that were re- 
cently dropped by dams in the sale, and which were sold 
immediately following their dams. 

The cattle had for the most part been selected by 
Clarence B. Smith of Michigan and many were heard to 
remark that a milkier lot of cows have seldom gone 
through any sale. The 133 females of milking age 
brought an average of $189.51, 20 two-year-old heifers 
not yet fresh averaged $150.25, three bred yearling heif- 
ers averaged $165.83 and the 14 catalogued heifer 
calves $129.28. The 33 catalogued bulls, all but one of 
them from dams with production records, averaged 
$174.84 or very close to the general average of the sale. 

The value of production records was very clearly 
shown in this sale, the 12 cows with A R records aver- 
aging $288.13, the 8 cows with HIR records averaging 
$220.62 and the 57 cows with DHIA records averaging 
$187.50. The 14 cows without production records but 
from record dams averaged just slightly better than the 
general average of the sale and the 42 cows without rec-

She was Ormsby Burke Colantha, owned by 
McLaury Bros., Portlandville, N. Y., whose record, com- 
pleted the day before the sale was announced as about 
1,093 lbs. fat from over 29,000 lbs. milk, final figures 
subject to official confirmation from the A R office. Fred 
Nichols, representing Osborndale, started her at $600 
and in a matter of seconds the bids flashed in by $100 
jumps to the $1,000 mark, for which price she went to 
Osborndale. The highest record cow of the year, a great 
producer who looked the part, daughter of Lauderdale 
Jay Ormsby from a dam with a life record above 
100,000 lbs., she is due again in late February, probably 
just too late to qualify for the 305-day division. She 
should make a great brood cow in Mrs. Kellogg’s famed 
Osborndale herd.

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The Board Meets at Brattleboro 


1940 Convention To Milwaukee 


HE Board of Directors held its annual winter budget 
"T ineeting in the central office at Brattleboro, Vt., 

December 4 and 5. President A. C. Oosterhuis pre- 
sided over the sessions. In addition to the directors, 
there were also present Vice President Ferguson, Secre- 
tary Norton, Extension Director Householder, and At- 
torney Horn. The Secretary reported a great flood 
of applications being received daily, in anticipation of 
the changes in fee schedules on January 1. The busi- 
ness of the year, including estimated figures for the last 
two months, is expected to show net earnings of over 
$10,000. Registry and transfer fees are not considered 
as earnings until the certificates are actually issued, so 
that the most of this December rush business will not 
figure in earnings until the 1940 fiscal year. 

The budget as laid out for 1940 recognizes these 
extra earnings, but the Board adopted the policy of 
considering them as abnormal and accordingly planned 
a much larger addition to Reserve in the coming year. 
Expenditures totaling $249,065.50 were budgeted (about 
$8,800 more than 1939 expenditures) but with an ex- 
pected surplus of $32,000. Funds available for the 
Extension program were increased to $75,679.50, an in- 
crease of $6,000 above the 1939 figures. For the Secre- 
tary’s office the figures are $83,525; for Advanced Reg- 
istry, $42,825; for General Expense, $47,036. 

Reports of Special Committees 

Chairman D. W. McLaury reported for the New 
York World’s Fair Committee, with a resume of the 
work in connection with that display which was viewed 
by over 10,000,000 people. It was voted to continue 
the Committee and $500 was appropriated for their 
expenses. An early meeting of the breed representatives 
and the Borden Company is scheduled at which plans for 
the 1940 exhibit will be discussed. 

Director E. E. Freeman and Secretary Norton re- 
ported for the special committee on the California 
World’s Fair exhibit. Present indications are that this 
fair will not be continued in 1940. 

Director H. F. Schroeder and President Oosterhuis 
reported on the subject of the blood test for parentage, 
as being developed by the Wisconsin Station, and which 
our Association is supporting with a $1,200 fellowship. 
The committee reported high expectations for the re- 
liability of this test for determining parentage and like- 
wise predicting production inheritance. 

Directors Craig and McLaury, who were a special 
committee from the Board to study wage scales, re- 
ported definite schedules based upon type of duties and 
seniority, which were approved and adopted by the 
Board. 

Mr. McLaury reported in considerable detail upon 
the results of a recent conference with Dr. Mohler in 
Washington on Bang’s Disease. The committee expressed 
considerable optimism over the results of calfhood vacci- 
nation as revealed from this conference, and feels that 
there are likely to be some very important developments 
within another year. Secretary Norton was designated 
to represent our Association on an inter-breed com- 
mittee for the further study of this important subject. 
First meeting of this committee is scheduled for Decem- 
ber 20 at Springfield, Mass. 

Mr. Norton in his capacity as treasurer presented a 
resume of the year’s business and recommended the 
adoption of a policy of reverting to the Reserve Fund 
all funds received from membership fees. This was 
adopted as a continuing policy until further action is 
taken. 

1940 Convention at Milwaukee 

Invitations for the 1940 Convention were received 
from several cities, but the Board voted unanimously to 
hold it in Milwaukee on June 5. President Oosterhuis 
was authorized to appoint the usual convention commit- 
tees. Plans are being made to hold the June meeting 
of the Board at Milwaukee or Oconomowoc on Satur- 
day, June 1. 

Special appropriations were made to provide for 
added prize money in the amount of $1,000 each for the 
National Dairy Show and the Dairy Cattle Congress; 
$500 each for Eastern States Exposition and the Pacific 
International Live Stock Exposition. 

The Directors accepted a report of the Executive 


Committee which had voted to expel from membership 
in the Association J. V. Taylor & Sons, and J. V. Taylor, 
Jr., of Wyalusing, Pennsylvania, for fraududent prac- 
tices concerning indemnity of condemned animals and 
forged signatures on applications. 


Favorable action was taken upon 238 applications 
for membership, which when added to the 264 admitted 
at the June meeting, brings the total for the year to date 
to 502. The membership list now stands at 31,914. 


Action of the Executive Committee was approved in 
adding the name of Ward W. Stevens to the list of 
Official Judges for Herd Classification, and one further 
addition was made in the name of R. J. Schaefer of Wis- 
consin. The Board authorized the appointment of a 
committee to make a further study of fees for classifi- 
cation. The President appointed Messrs. Elder and 
Norton. Fees for the new supplemental plan of classi- 
fying selected individuals were set at $1.50 per animal, 
with a minimum of $10 per herd. The name of G. A. 
Burdick was added to the list of accredited judges, and 
A. W. Petersen, by his own request, was taken off the 
list. 

The Secretary reported an invitation from the Na- 
tional Show of Brazil for a display of American Hol- 
steins to compete for premiums and to be sold at auction 
following the show. The Extension Department will 
make a further investigation. 

Plans were discussed and funds made available for 
added extension effort in certain areas of the South 
where promising local interest is being shown. More 
field work will probably be done in Texas and the Caro- 
linas. 

Misner Plan Regulations 

The following report from the Extension Committee 
was approved, relating to general operation under the 
Misner plan, which becomes effective January 1, 1940. 

Minimum requirements to be complied with by State 
and Regional Holstein-Friesian Association. Clubs wish- 
ing to qualify their membership for refunds under pro- 
visions of the Misner Resolution, as approved by the 
Board of Directors: 

Definitions 

1. A ‘State’? Holstein-Friesian Association club 
shall be defined as an association, the membership of 
which shall consist of persons and concerns vitally inter- 
ested in promoting the welfare of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed of cattle. Membership shall be open to all such 
persons or concerns of good reputation residing within 
said state. 

2. A ‘“Regional’’ Holstein-Friesian club shall be 
defined as an association of persons or concerns located 
in two or more states of the Union and vitally interested 
in promoting the welfare of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
of cattle. Membership in such regional association shall 
be open to all such persons of good reputation residing 
within the area comprising the region so designated. 

Requirements 

The following minimum requirements shall be com- 
plied with in substance to make a state or regional Hol- 
stein-Friesian club eligible for refund as provided in the 
Misner Resolution. 

1. Any state or regional association to be recognized 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America must 
have a $1.00 minimum membership fee. 

2. Shall have a set of officers consisting of presi- 
dent, vice president, secretary, treasurer and board of 
directors. 

3. Shall submit annually an adopted program of 
work for the promotion of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
of cattle. 

4. Shall submit annually to the Secretary of The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, on his call, 
on forms furnished by him, a statement of the asso- 
ciation’s membership and shall report promptly to the 
Secretary all new members accepted during the year. 

5. Each recognized state Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion shall submit annually to the Extension Service of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America a financial 
statement and report of their association’s activities for 
the year, on forms furnished by The Holstein-Friesian

Question: What procedure do you use to strengthen a weak quarter of an udder? 


(Answers by Members of the Advisory Committee) 


By M. H. Keeney, Essex County Hospital 


If a 2-year-old freshens with one or more weak 
quarters, we practise milking these week quarters, usu- 
ally the fore-quarters first. This is about all we do 
about it. 


However, in the selection of our herd sires, we have 
for years been very carebul about the udder inheritance 
on both sides of the pedigree, the result being that we 
have, for the most part, a very good uddered herd with 
very few weak quarters. 


As Baker Farm says ‘“‘Good Udders Mean So Much” 
that we try to breed them that way. 


By Fred M. Nichols, Osborndale 


Heat and frequent massaging sometimes help and 
close attention when milking going back to the weak 
quarter time after time. This stimulates the blood 
flow and I have known quarters to come nearly normal 
although many of these cases are very stubborn. 


By Wm. E. Reed, Winterthur Farms 


The quarters milked first tend to give the most 
milk since the utmost of stimulation from the milker 
gets the best of the cooperation from the tension nat- 
urally created by the cow. Therefore, we milk any 
weak quarter against a strong one when we start to 
milk the cow. As long as we get milk from the strong 
quarter, we milk away at the weak one even after it is 
dry. In a week or two the weak quarter picks up to a 
certain degree. Many bad cases of a slack quarter have 
responded after a second freshening to a flow of milk 
equal to the quarter on the opposite side of the udder.

Every effort should be made to keep such a 
quarter milking as much as possible and perhaps milk 
that quarter first and try it again at the last part of 
the milking. [| do not know that this gives much help 
however. Sometimes massaging of a weak quarter 
early in the lactation will give some help. Sometimes 
a young cow with a weak quarter in one lactation will 
come in the next lactation with an udder fairly level.

To start with, I do not think there is any certain 
procedure that will benefit all cases of this nature. 


What will help one case often times does little good for 
another. 


A series of light blisters just before a cow calves or 
makes up, using most any good counter irritant, common 
coal oil works well in some cases. Special attention 
should be given to weak quarters at drying-off time. 
to make sure there is no infection present to be ab- 
sorbed in the cow’s dry period. And, again milking 
the weak quarter every few hours, as soon as a cow 
comes into milk, may be a help. A great many times 
a weak quarter is caused by garget or mastitis during 
a previous lactation, and if serious and the udder tissues 
become doughy or hard, so that the blood does not 
have free passage, usually little can be done. 


It is usually worth trying some of the above men- 
tioned treatments and many cows may fully or part- 
ially recover.

To strengthen the weak quarter of an udder, mas- 
sage hot applications and extra stripping is the most 
common practice. Something should be done to in- 
crease the flow of blood to the weak quarter. Hot 
massaging, as well as extra milking, will take care of 
this very nicely.

Blistering with kerosene when going dry and fre- 
quent milking when fresh may sometimes strengthen 
a weak quarter of an udder providing infection has not 
destroyed the tissue.

Association of America, immediately following the state 
association’s annual meeting. 


Major Work Program Recommended by The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America to Cooperating 
State and Regional Clubs 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America urges 
that the five following projects be made the major ef- 
forts of the state and regional associations: (While we 
believe the following program to be very advisable, it 
is not compulsory in compliance with the Misner Reso- 
lution) 


1. Encourage adoption of a sound breeding program 
by all members, stressing the importance of breeding 
and selecting for higher percentage fat with increased 
production. Such a breeding program must be based 
on continuous testing of the entire herd year after year 
in either the local cow testing association of the Herd 
Improvement Test. Great lifetime production should 
be the ultimate objective. 


2. Appointment of a Legislative Committee to co- 
operate on all legislative matters with The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. Members of this com- 
mittee should be very conversant with milk marketing 
and health board regulations. (Needed for state asso- 
ciation activities and could function on matters of na- 
tional importance. ) 


3. A College Contact Committee to cooperate with 


State College Dairy Departments and tie in the Holstein 
state program with the Extension Dairyman’s program. 


4. Appointment of a well qualified committee to 
cooperate with every agency dealing with Future Farmer 
and 4-H Club activities, with at least one member desig- 
nated to assist club leaders and members in procuring 
suitable Holstein project calves. 


5. Every state or regional association to have a 


definitely worked out plan for making available a regis- 
tered Holstein bull calf to any dairyman now using a 
scrub sire. 


Upon vote of the Board, it was decided to recognize 
the New England States Holstein-Friesian Association as 
the New England unit, rather than the six individual 
state organizations. 


Holding the meeting at Brattleboro gave the Direc- 
tors an opportunity to observe the operation of the 
offices under consolidation. For many of the Directors, 
it was a first visit to the home office, and all were greatly 
interested in the demonstration of the procedure of 
registration given by Secretary Norton and Mr. Win- 
chester of the office staff.

Standard of Measurement for Holstein-Friesian Cows 
E. G. MISNER 


N the scale of points for a Holstein cow promulgated 
| by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, the 

following parts involve some conception of measure- 
ment: Forehead—broad; Face—of medium length; 
Muzzle—broad; Nostrils—large; Ears—medium size; 
Eyes—large; Horns—small; Neck—long; Shoulders— 
lower than hips, moderately broad; Chine—broadly de- 
veloped; Loin and hip—broad; Rump—long; Pin bones 
—wide between; Thurls—high, broad; Chest—large, 
wide, broad; Barrel—long, deep; Flanks—large; Thighs 
—wide; Mammary veins—large; Udder—broad; Teats 
—of convenient size; Legs—arms—-wide; Hide—of med- 
ium thickness. But no measurements which might be 
considered as a base or standard for a mature cow of 
the breed are given in the scale of points. 

What is Broad, Long, High, Large? 

Some parts of the cow, like the thickness of hide, do 
not permit of specific measurement. What does the 
scale of points mean when it specifies a long neck; a 
long rump; high, broad thurls; large, wide chest; long, 
deep barrel, and so on? Most breeders and farmers 
have no definite ideas of what such measurements would 
be for a good cow. Naturally, when one sees a barnful 
or a ring of such animals, it is a simple matter to choose 
by comparison the animals which are the largest. 
Through years of experience and association with cattle, 
a skilled person can even decide from memory whether 
a particular animal at one place is larger than another 
particular animal at another place some miles away. 
However, to express size relative to a breed standard is 
impossible without the standard. 


Measurement the Objective—Not Weight 
In the past, the generally accepted criterion of the 
size of a cow has been weight, largely because of the 
practice of disposing of cull animals on that basis. But 
weight is the most difficult physical feature of a cow 
for a farmer to obtain, because usually facilities are 
not available for weighing live animals on the farm. 
Contrarily, any farmer with a tape can quickly measure 
heart girth, length of body, width over hips, and height 
from the ground. These measurements are correlated 
with weight. Therefore, why not make measurement, 
something every farmer can take, the objective in set- 

ting up a standard for size, rather than weight? 


The heart girth has been used as a way to get at 
weight. The U. S. Department of Agriculture has worked 
out a scale of weight based on heart girth for a large 
number of dairy cows. Tapes have been prepared with 
heart-girth inches on one side and corresponding scale 
weights on the other. These tapes have been used for 
almost everything from bull dogs to elephants; more 
seriously, they have been used for cows of all breeds, and 
even for bulls when they were to be beefed. 

As described in the Holstein-Friesian World, issues 
of February 18 and March 18, 1939 and in Cornell Uni- 
versity Bulletin 719, a copy of which will be mailed on 
request to me at Ithaca, New York, I have used the 
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sum of the width at the hips, the length of the rump 
and height at the hips as an index of the size of cow. 
For cows on which these measurements and also the 
heart girth were taken, there was a high degree of 
correlation between the index of size of cow and heart 
girth. Although heart girth may be as good an indica- 
tion of the size of an animal as other parts of her body, 
if selection of animals is to be based upon measurement, 
it should not be confined to heart girth. Selection based 
on length of body, width at hips, width between thurls, 
circumference of barrel, and height from the ground is 
preferable to selection exclusively on heart girth. Occa- 
sionally a scientist, particularly interested in the sub- 
ject, has made and published some measurements which, 
appearing as they do in scattered papers, are unknown 
to the majoritiy of persons interested in practical animal 
husbandry. Official measuremens published by breed 
association would receive more widespread attention 
than such occasional measurements. 

Mr. Van den Bosch’s Measurements Compared 

Mr. Glenn Householder, Director of Extension of the 
National Association has called my attention to a series 
of articles on measurement by Mr. I. G. Van den Bosch, 
former Chief Inspector of the Netherland Herd Book 
Association which was published in the Holstein-Friesian 
World, March 1930. The better animals in the herds 
visited were measured so that we may conclude that 
the results are for a highly selected group of animals. 
Of a total of 417 cows measured, 202 were in Winterthur, 
Yates, Dutchland, Carnation, Detroit Creamery, Rock 
River and Wisconsin Board of Control Herds. The 
mean measurements of these cows and how they com- 
pare with the measurements of 56 females four years old 
and over which were sold at the 100th Earlville Sale, 
December 1938, and with the measurements of 50 cows 
on the farms visited by Mr. Van den Bosch which pro- 
duced between 25 and 30 thousand pounds of milk are 
shown in Table 1.

On page 52, March 18, 1939 issue, I stated that “I 
like to think of a mature cow as measuring 100 inches 
in the three dimensions, breadth at the hips, (24 inches), 
length of rump, (90 per cent or more of this, or 21.5 
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inches), and height from the floor, (54.5 inches or 
more). Such an animal should girth, back of the shoul- 


ders, a minimum of 83 per cent of the 100 inches which 
would be 83 inches.’’ 


At that time, I was not familiar with Mr. Van den 
Bosch’s work. For the 417 selected American cows four 
years old or over which he measured, the total of the 
three measurements, breadth at hips, length of rump 
and height from the ground was 99.8 inches; almost 
exactly 100 inches. The heart girth of these cows as 
reported by Mr. Van den Bosch was 78.3 inches com- 
pared with 79.2 inches for the cows sold at Earlville, 
or the 83 inches which I indicated would be proportional 
for a cow with an index of size of 100 inches or more. 


From Mr. Van den Bosch’s measurements of 417 
Holstein cows and from my measurements of more than 
3,000 dairy cows, it appears that a mature Holstein cow 
that sums up to 100 inches in width at the hips, length 
of rump, and height from the ground is a large cow. 
Twenty-nine Holstein cows in the main barn at Cornell 
University averaged 99.3 inches and the 56 cows, 4 years 
old or over, sold in the 100th Earlville, averaged 95.5 


inches. Some of them, of course, measured 100 inches 
or more. 


Since I did not make the other measurements shown 
in Table 1, which Mr. Van den Bosch of Holland made, 
I have nothing to compare with his data for length of 
body, depth of chest and width between thurls. His 
measurements for height at hips and height at shoulders 
are practically the same. I do not think that there is 
enough difference between the two to justify the two 
measurements of height; the shoulders are naturally 
a little lower. 


Mr. Van den Bosch’s Standard 
The standard which Mr. Van den Bosch presents on 
page 9 of the March 8, 1930 issue of the World for a 
Holstein cow is as follows 


Length of body—Distance from shoulder point to pin- 
bone—120 percent of height of shoulders. 


Van den Bosch’s illustration there with respect to 
length of body does not check with his standard, that is 
he states that a cow with a height of 54 inches would 
have a body length of 67.5 inches, which is 125 percent 
of the height, not 120 percent. We assume that he 
meant the standard for length of body to be 120 per cent 
of the height of the shoulders, and that he made an 
error in calculating the example by using 125 per cent.

Not only was the average length of the body of the 417 
cows he measured 123 per cent of the height at the 
shoulders, but it was exactly 123 per cent for 296 of 
the cows found on small farms, for 125 with records 
of 20-30,000 pounds of milk, for 50 cows with produc- 
tion of 25-30,000 pounds of milk, and for the cow he 
termed ‘‘the nicest cow I saw,’’ Heilo Bracelet Ormsby 
Matador. It must be remembered that the Hollander’s 
measurements were for top animals in choice herds, and 
thus do not represent averages for the breed. But, it 
appears that for these animals at least the length of 
body from shoulder point to pin-bone was about uni- 
form at 123 per cent of the height at the shoulders. 
Depth of chest—Distance from the chest bone to the 
back, measured directly behind the rear corners of 
the shoulders—50 per cent of height of shoulders 
plus 2 inches for a cow or plus 8 inches for a full 
grown bull. 
Width of chest—Distance from the ribs, measured di- 
rectly behind the shoulders—33 1/3 per cent of the 
height of shoulders plus 2 inches for a bull. 


Width over hips—Distance between the outside corners 
of the hips—-33 1/3 per cent of the height of shoul- 
ders plus 4 inches or plus 3 inches for a bull. 

Width at thurls—Distance between the outside of one 
thurl-bone to the outside of the other in a straight 
line—33 1/3 per cent of height at shoulders plus 2 
inches or plus 2.5 inches for a bull. 

If we assume (1) that, as Mr. Van den Bosch found 
to be the case with 417 animals measured, the height 
at the hips and the height at the shoulders are about the 
same; (2) that a good large type of mature Holstein 
cow stands 54.5 inches from the ground at the hips and 
54.3 at the shoulders; and (3) that his standard is 
acceptable until further information is available; we 
would have a cow with the following measurements: 

1. Height at hips from ground=54.5 inches. 

2. Height at shoulders from ground=54.3 inches. 

3. Length of body (120 per cent of No. 2—65.2 
inches. 

4. Depth of chest (50 per cent of No. 242 inches)= 
29.2 inches. 

5. Width of chest (33.3 per cent of No. 2)=—18.1 
inches. 

6. Width over hips (33.3 per cent of No. 2+4 
inches) 22.1 inches.

Why 4 Percent Test? 
Guest Editorial by A. W. Petersen 

T seems the time has come to pause for thought on the 

matter of high-test in Holsteins. Contact with lead- 

ing breeders throughout the continent during the past 
two years has uncovered much evidence that there is 
danger of developing a fallacy in reasoning, and an ob- 
scuring of the vital facts in breed welfare, in pursuit of 
something that has many of the earmarks of a fad. 

The Holstein-Friesian cow leads all the breeds in 
production of both milk and butterfat, The 3.5% Hol- 
stein cow that can be encouraged by good husbandry to 
produce 23,000 lbs. of milk in a year becomes an 800- 
Ib. fat cow. _The advantage of volume milk production 
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belongs to the Holstein cow, and more than any other 
single factor in inter-breed competition has given her 
the supremacy she has long enjoyed. 

If the 23,000-lb., 3.5%, 805-lb. fat cow is mated 
with a sire from a high-testing family to produce a 
daughter that at like age and with the same opportunity 
produces 17,000 lbs. of milk, testing 4%, with total fat 
of 680 lbs., the breeder is merely trading off 125 lbs. of 
butter-fat per year for whatever advantage he may se- 
cure in price for the bull-calves from this 4% cow. By 
the same token, he will lower by 125 lbs. of butterfat 
the potential siring ability of the bull he sells. to his 
customer. 

True, there are a number of breeding institutions 
where higher-than-average test has been set in several 
generations of breeding, without dropping down in milk 
production or in the other important factors. These rela- 
tively few herds are the surest sources for herd-sires 
that will improve test in herds that are lower-than-av- 
erage for the breed, and to maintain or improve the 
higher-than-average-test herd. The point is—if you in- 
sist on a 4% sire, be certain that the 4% test is not se- 
cured at the expense of both total milk and total fat, 
based on the average production of the bull’s immediate 
dams. 

Let us not lose sight of the fundamentals in the rush 
to counteract another breed’s advantage that may soon 
pass. There is much reason for believing that in the 
years immediately ahead the cry will be for volume pro- 
duction rather than for curtailment. 





Misner Plan Rules 
F special interest to our readers will be the report 
O elsewhere in this issue of the general rules which 


the Board has set up for the administration of 
the Misner plan. 
Under this new plan, which becomes effective Janu- 


ary 1 and which places new emphasis upon the import- 
ance of the work done by our state association, National 
Association members who are also members of a recog- 
nized state or “regional association, are entitled to a re- 
duction of 50 cents in the fee on each transfer applica- 
tion filed by them. This was the general working of the 
by-law adopted by the Convention last June. Upon the 
Board of Directors fell the task of adopting operating 
rules. 

Wisely, the Board decided to shape these rules so 
that there would be just as little interference as possible 
with present state organization set-ups. Accordingly, 
the requirements for ‘‘recognition’”’ are very simple. They 
provide that a ‘‘recognized’’ association shall charge a 
membership fee of at least $1 a year (to prevent claims 
by others than bona fide organizations); shall have a set 
of officers; shall adopt a program of work (no require- 
ments as to what it shall be); shall report its member- 
ship list to the National Association, and shall report 
annually on its finances and activities. Some of the 
fundamental points in the National Extension program 
are recommended, but are not set up as a definite re- 
quirement. 


It is planned to have each state or regional associa- 
tion submit at once to Secretary Norton its present cer- 
tified list of members in good standing. Such members, 
who are also National members, will be entitled to the 
lower transfer fee during 1940. New members joining 
or paying up their state dues later in the year, will be 
immediately added to the National Secretary’s list. 


This procedure will get away from the endless detail 
that would be presented if each association’s membership 
list were checked in or out at the exact date such state 
membership might be expiring. It is planned to furnish 
special membership receipt forms for convenience in 
keeping the records straight. 


The plan requires a tremendous amount of clerical 
detail, particularly at the start, while the system is being 
set up, and will undoubtedly mean considerable extra 
correspondence until breeders become more _ familiar 
with it. We hope it may result in a material increase 
in National membership and likewise in greatly strength- 
ened state associations. Members residing in the few 
states not now organized should consider the advantages 
of early organization into state or regional groups, the 
latter being defined as those consisting of breeders in 
two or more states. 

Final Reminder on Fee Changes 
Breeders who have applications still to file for reg- 
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istry or transfer are reminded that they still have one 
week to get them in at the old scale of fees. Particular 
note should be taken on registrations that calves born 
in the first half of 1939 which will thus be under one 
years old but over 6 months of age on January 1 will 
require a higher fee after that date. Check over your 
herd—and pass on the word to your neighbor. 


Join the A. A. Judging 
E remind our readers that any who have not yet 
W sent in their ballots in the All-American Judging 
Contest still have time to get in if they hurry. 
Ballots are accepted up to the close of business on Dec- 
ember 30. From distant points, air mail would be 
safer. 

Pictures of the All-American Nominations and full 
outline of the contest appear on pages 23-38 of our 
issue of December 9. Whether you win a prize or not, 
you will find the participation interesting and worth- 
while. 


Export Trade 

LSEWHERE we present a news note from the Secre- 

E; tary’s office covering recent export shipments of 

Holsteins by U. S. breeders. The increase in this 
business, particularly to South American countries, dur- 
ing 1939 has been rather striking. Canadian breeders 
likewise have had some excellent business from this 
source. 

In view of this trend, we feel it is perhaps a mistake 
to dismiss too perfunctorially the invitation recently 
received by our Association for the participation of 
American breeders in the Brazilian National Exposition 
to be held at Porto Alegre in late October of 1940. The 
Brazil authorities invite a display of American Hol- 
steins, with facilities to sell the animals at auction at 
the close of the show. Present information was not 
available in sufficient detail to permit definite action 
by the Board. However, the Extension Service was 
authorized to make further investigation, and to pro- 
mote participation by our breeders if it seemed advis- 
able. If such a project is carried out, it will evidently 
have to be done through private initiative. Breeders 
desiring to cater to this export business might find the 
effort well worthwhile on the basis of present and pos- 
sible future trade. 

The growth of this export demand forecasts possi- 
bilities here of considerable importance. 





Please be Patient, Says Secretary 
URING October and November we received 27,661 
D applications for registry and transfer while 18,155 
were received for the corresponding period last 
year, an increase of 52%. This increase is not normal 
but is almost wholly due to the change in fees January 1. 

The tax upon our registration force is very marked. 
We cannot take clerks from other departments for they 
have had no training in issuing certificates. We can- 
not hire clerks from otuside as it would: take too long 
to teach them. Our partially trained registration clerks 
with a few months good experience are doing splen- 
didly and are writing 180 or 190 certificates per day. 
One of our older clerks recently wrote 352 in one day. 
There are 31 clerks doing registration work as the 
applications pass through several steps before the cer- 
tificates can be written. 

During the year the Secretary’s department of the 
Association has averaged 58 clerks, those not issuing 
certificates of registry and transfer being employed in 
the work of accounting, correspondence, membership, 
Herd-Book, mailing, editing, proof reading, mimeograph- 
ing, multigraphing, etc. 

Again we urge our patrons to be patient as our clerks 
are doing their very best. If for any reason certificates 
are needed at once, please inform the Secretary when 
when filing applications and special attention will be 
gziven.—Secretary H. W. Norton, Jr. 


Measuring Animals 
ROF. E. G. MISNER’S further discussion in this 
PP issue on the subject of measuring animals indi- 
cates that our breeds have all been missing some- 
thing in their failure to collect systematically the 
measurements of their better cattle. 
When the Advanced Registry was first conceived and 
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inaugurated by Solomon Hoxie, provision was made for 
taking the measurements of all animals accepted, and 
publishing them, along with detailed physical descrip- 
tions. After a few years,-when numbers increased, this 
idea was abandoned. 


What a wealth of valuable information we would have 
today if that procedure had been continued down through 
the years, at least on the larger record animals. The 
development of such data even now on our high record 
cows and principal show ring winners, might prove to 
be most worthwhile. Particularly in connection with 
herd classification work, such information might be of 
great help in bringing about greater uniformity in appli- 
cation of the scale of points by the various inspectors. 
We urge further study along this line.

These good cows grazing in lush alfalfa pasture com- 
prise the group which were on test at Milford Meadows 
Stock Farm, Lake Mills, Wis., last summer. Manager 
John Last sends us the following description and identi- 
fication. The foundation cow ‘‘Ludwig” referred to is 
Milford Ludwig Bess Burke. As a senior 3-year-old, 
she made a record of 30.54 lbs. butter in 7 days; fol- 
lowed through with 24,103.1 Ibs. milk, 862.75 lbs. fat in 
the year. She was a daughter of the old Milford Mea- 
dows herd sire, King Bess Burke Ormsby, son of Bess 
Burke Ormsby, she one of the great daughters of Spring 
Brook Bess Burke herself. This Ludwig cow has 
proved to be a great influence on the Milford Meadows 
herd. Here is Mr. Last’s description: 


“T am enclosing a snapshot of the test cows on alfalfa 
pasture, which I thought might be of interest to you. 
The white cow to your right is Milford Topsy Ludwig 
Bess. She finished in October with about 837 Ibs. fat. 
She is a daughter of the old Ludwig cow. In the center 
grazing is a granddaughter of Ludwig, Milford Ludwig 
Mystic Pet, who has 831 lbs fat as a four-year-old. Im 
the back center, looking towards the camera. is another 
daughter of Ludwig, Milford Ludwig Pietertje, who 
made 804 lbs fat as a 3%-year-old, and now as a 5-year- 
old promises to make over 1,000 Ibs. fat averaging 3.6 
lbs fat per day for her first four months, milking up to 
115.8 lbs per day. The black cow to the left center, 
looking towards the camera, is a granddaughter of Iud- 
wig, Milford Ludwig Pansy Agnes with 808 lbs. fat. Im 
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the extreme left is the third daughter of Ludwig, Mil- 
ford Ludwig Aaggie, with 839 lbs fat. 

“If old Ludwig was still living and could have been 
on this picture, one could almost call this a Ludwig 
family picture. Although it would not be complete 
for we have many more granddaughters of the old cow, 
daughters of her son by M M Ludwig Sensation, that 
are just young and have not yet been tested.”

DECKER MAKES VACCINATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Having made certain deductions from the results 
obtained to date in Thendara Herd under the State and 
Federal vaccination program, I am recording some gen- 
eral and rough findings for what they are worth. 

I have been under this plan now three years this 
month. Originally when I first started to find I had 14 
reactors and suspects in the herd. Of these 7 have re- 
mained in the herd cleared up and now show negative. 
Of the balance of 7, 4 have been eliminated in various 
ways and the other 3 have remained continuously in the 
herd. Yet, at the present time, I find only 5 additional re- 
actors, a total of 8 in all in the herd and no suspects out 
of 91 head just bled. 


We have to date vaccinated in all 68 animals, 3 more 
to be vaccinated in a week, which are all the animals in 
the herd from the ages of 5 to 8 months—with one ex- 
ception of an animal that showed positive during the 
vaccination period, ran normally in the herd, was never 
vaccinated, but very soon cleared up in titre, and is still 
negative. (This calf may have become self-infected). 

Incidentally, one of the 68 vaccinated animals was 
our Winterthur herd sire ‘‘Agni’’, which I understand is 
the first male vaccinated under this program in the 
United States. 

It seems to appear clearly that the herd shows a clean, 
clear cut record for normal reaction to vaccination in 
every instance as best could be expected, with all animals 
vaccinated returning to normal titre within a _ usual 
period. 


Moreover, of the animals freshening none have shown 
a rise in titre following freshening. 

These are personal observations and conclusions 
which I have arrived at in the course of my experience 
in this work. Accordingly, [ pass them on to the readers 
of the World simply as I see them. Personally I am 
pleased, most naturally, with calfhood vaccination in our 
herd. Since beginning vaccinating the herd has been 
handled in a customary dairy breeding-farm manner as 
near as practicable as it was when it was all negative at 
the time of the farm fire—the infection coming back 
with the animals, the majority being youngsters, that 
were exposed after the fire to other animals in other 
barns. I think I can now see bright possibility of a 
vaccinated clean herd in the near future. Should the 
herd become thus clean through vaccination it will be a 
great relief and satisfaction to know that it apparently 
is not susceptible, or at least highly susceptible, to rein- 
fection as was heretofore our sad experience in the herd.

At our Advisory Council meeting at Utica, a sugges- 
tion was made that seems very constructive to me, and 
that would make it possible for every breeder to become 
a member of our National Association without any cost 
other than the extra fees he is now paying as a non- 
member. 

I would like to see this suggestion brought before the 
Convention next June by the New York delegation, and 
shall do what I can to see that this is done. 

This suggestion is as follows: Any breeder of regis- 
tered Holsteins may make application for membership 
in the National Association in the usual method and if 
his application is accepted by the Board of Directors, 
then the penalty fees paid by such breeder shall apply 
towards his membership fee of $25. An extra charge of 
$5 to be made to cover extra cost of accounting. After 
penalty fees paid in amount to $30 to cover the above 
items, then the breeder becomes a paid-up member, with 
full privileges of members fees, etc. 

In this day, when installment buying is so commonly 
practised, I can see no reason why such a simple way of 
allowing breeders a chance to obtain the benefits of the 
National membership, shouldn’t be adopted. 

I would like to have other comment on this sugges- 
tion.

MASTITIS DISCUSSION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I was interested in reading the remarks made by 
your Advisory Committee regarding their methods of 
handling mastitis. I, like many others, have had trouble 
with mastitis in a herd, although by testing and isolation 
it can be kept at a minimum. 

What impressed me most was the fact that only 
two of your committee mentioned the use of sulfanila- 
mide. I have had excellent results by using this drug 
As soon as the first signs of congestion are noticed in the 
udder, I begin treatment by giving 90 to 120 grains 
of sulfanilamide, repeating this dose every four hours for 
three days or until the cow shows relief. Then I reduce 
each dose by 30 grains for two or three days. Treat- 
ment may be continued by reducing the dose every three 
days but I find it is just as well to stop the treatment 
as soon as the cow appears normal. 

I want to make clear that the administration of sul- 
fanilamide does not cure mastitis but it relieves the 
acute condition in the cow. Usually the cow shows im- 
provement in six to eight hours.

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A third King son went to Norwich 
State Hospital, Norwich, Conn., who 
selected a yearling out of a Sir Bess 
daughter that is headed for 800 lbs. 
fat. The second dam is none other 
than Osborndale Piebe Hilda, with 
1,084.4 lbs. fat, 4.1%. In addition 
to this King bull, Norwich State Hos- 
pital also purchased a son of Rear 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes from a Sir 
Bess daughter with 857 lbs. fat in 
B, the second dam a daughter of 
Ambassador Fobes. 


A fourth son of Osborndale King

Several months ago the Committee 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
whose duties held the handle to the 
Holstein Exhibits at this great World 
of Tomorrow, scratched their heads 
as to what breeder could and would, 
logically, represent our Breed at the 
Electrified Farm Exhibit, for the 
period drawn—being July 15th to 
Sept. 1st (later extended to Sept. 
15th). Lauxmont Farms were given 
first selection to make this Exhibit, 
after due consideration by the owner 
of Lauxmont Farms, Mr. S. Forry 
Laucks, and the Management, and 
the proposition was accepted. 

Even though Lauxmont Farms 
herd and breeding operations make 
them a comparative newcomer of the 
last 5 to 8 years, it was the general 
feeling of the Holstein Fraternity 
that real progress was being made 
at Lauxmont, and that the Laux- 
mont Farms outfit and herd could 
very justly represent the Holstein 
Breed.

Details were carefully worked out 
and with the able assistance of our 
Association genial and capable Direc- 
tor of Extension, Glen Householder, 
nine cows, two bulls and three calves 
were selected, gathered together, and

the cows were acquainted with the 
milking parlor at Lauxmont in pre- 
paration for their experience at the 
Electrified Farm. In making the 
selections, it was endeavored to select 
desirable type animals of uniform 
size and color markings, and also 
in fair flow lactation. - Josephine, 
Lauxmont’s 1937 All-American cow, 
was included at Glen Householder’s 
suggestion. Suitable signs and ad- 
vertising folders, together with an 
attractive, electrically-operated pic- 
ture book which illustrated Laux- 
mont Farms and their various opera- 
tions, were collected together and all 
were shipped off to the Great Fair 
on July 15th. 

After a few days of getting ac- 
quainted in their home, and the 
general routine of a practical farm 
with every conceivable electrical gad- 
get in service, things settled down 
to every-day routine and thousands 
of daily visitors did not seem to 
annoy either the Lauxmont Hol- 
steins or the boys, to a very great 
extent.

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MICHIGAN HERDS IN HIR 

The November prouction figures 
listed for Michigan herds in the Herd 
Test News Letter show the herd of 
Doan Straub, Galien, Michigan breed- 
er with another average above the 
500-lb. mark. This year the Straub 
herd of 9 head averaged 535.2 Ibs. 
fat, with a 3.7% average test, in 
Class C. This mark was second to 
the three-cow herd of R. H. Jande- 
beur, North Platte, Neb., which aver- 
aged 555.2 lbs. fat. It is the fourth 
consecutive year for Mr. Straub. Last 
year his herd made the wonderful 
average of 592.3 lbs. fat (8 head, 
Class C); and the year before 10 
cows in B and C averaged 591.5 lbs. 
His first year in HIR, 1936, 9 head, 
B and C, avearged 567 lbs. fat. This 
gives the Straub herd a four year 
average of 571.5 lbs. of fat. 
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Lakefield farms stood fourth on 
the November list with a Class C 
average on 33 head of 456.1 fat, 
3.7% test. Lakefield has been en- 
rolled in the Herd Test since its 
inauguration and this latest average 
yearly figure makes their eleven- 
year average 439.1 lbs. fat for 27 
head in Classes A, B and C. Late 
years their records have all been 
made in the mixed B and C division. 
This record leads all 11-year herds 
of any size. The Michigan Home & 
Training School At Lapeer has a 10- 
year average of 435.2 lbs. fat, nearly

on nine head in straight Class C, 
which will be one of the top aver- 
ages of the year for Class C herds. 
This is Mr. Straub’s eighth year of 
HIR, all over 500 lbs. fat, but un- 
fortunately they are not consecutive. 
He started on test in HIR in 1927 
and completed three years with av- 
erages ranging from 505 to 601 lbs. 
fat per year. He then dropped out a 
year and then came back with an 
average on 10 head in B and C of 
16,657 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 630.6 lbs. 
fat. Then after dropping out two 
years more he has now completed 
four more years in succession with 
averages from 535 to 597 lbs. fat. 
It is just too bad that this herd 
could not have been kept on HIR 
right through the eleven years, as 
we understand that during those 
years in which he dropped out of 
Herd Test he was making DHIA av- 
erages of from 500 to around 600 
lbs. fat and he would undoubtedly be 
the champion 11-year herd by a big 
margin. 





YEAR 

The 11th year of HIR testing for 
Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, Mich., is 
just reported by Supt. Norton as 12,- 
475 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 456.1 lbs. fat, 
on 33 hedd in straight Class C. This 
gives them an ll-year average of 
12,468 lbs. milk, 3.5%, 439.2 lbs. 
fat, to give Lakefield second place 
among all the 11-year herds reported 
to date. Lakefield’s twelfth year of 
HIR will soon be completed and the 
announcement of their 12-year fig- 
ures will be awaited with no little 
interest. 





CONDEMNS UNFAIR TAXES ON 
DISTRIBUTION 
Opposition to special 
chain stores and all other legisla- 
tion which obstructs the farmer’s 
channels of distribution was voted 
at Syracuse, N. Y., on December 15, 
by the annual convention of the 
New York State Grange. 

Action by the New York Grange, 
officials pointed out, closely follows 
similar stands taken during the past 
three weeks by the National Grange, 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, the Vegetable Growers’ Associa- 
tion of America, and various state 
and regional farm groups through- 
out the nation. 

“We recognize the fact that exces- 
sive or unnecessary costs of distribu- 
tion cause the consumer to pay more 
for his supplies and the farmer to 
receive less for his products,’”’ the 
new York State Grange declared to- 
day, commending efficient retail 
methods which pay fair returns to 
producers and at the same time re- 
sult in lowered costs to the consu- 
mer. “We condemn discriminatory 


taxes on 
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taxation that would tend to destroy 
or discourage the most economical 
methods of distribution.”’ 

Other Eastern farm groups which 
recently have pledged opposition to 
such restrictive taxation, Grange of- 
ficials said, include: the New Jersey 
State Grange, New York Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, Northeastern Vege- 
table and Potato Council and the 
Connecticut Vegetable Growers As- 
sociation. 


BUSINESS GOOD AT PAGEL’S 

George W. Pagel, Rochester, 
Minn., reports a steady upswing in 
Holstein interest in the Northwest, 
resulting in more orders for quality 
Holsteins than his herd can supply. 
The twin bulls, ‘‘Pick and Pat,’’ that 
attracted so much _ attention at 
Minnesota State Fair this fall, where 
both were in the money, have both 
been sold. Man-O-War Ringmaster 
Pick goes to John Ehret, Prairie du 
Sac, Wis., and Man-O-War Ring- 
master Pat to E. L. Hill and Wayne 
Norton, Ostrander, Minn. The twins 
are sons of the Pagel senior sire, 
Man-O-War Ringmaster, from a King 
Piebe granddaughter that made 541 
lbs. fat and came back with 495 Ibs. 
fat following the birth of the twins. 
Other bulls, mostly from dams with 
several records above 400 Ibs. fat 
have been sold to Albert Borst & 
Sons, Rochester, Minn., Clarence 
Riley, Eyota, Minn., Martin Went- 
worth, Millville, Minn., Fred Chase 
& Sons, Chatfield, Minn., and George 
Heinzelman, Preston, Minn., the 
latter a well known grower of hybrid 
seed corn, who with his .son is just 
starting a Holstein herd. 

Mr. Pagel reports that his junior 
sire is developing into a real show 
bull. Not quite a year old, he is a 
son of Johanna Bonheur Ormsby 
Della, the former Zoberlin ‘‘Charlie” 
bull, from Matilda Ormsby Mercedes 
2d, with 827.7 lbs. fat from 25,246 
Ibs. milk. The second dam is the 
former world’s champion junior four- 
year-old in Class B with 754.5 lbs. 
fat in 305 days and 862.9 lbs. fat in 
a year. Mr. Pagel says they have a 
rather important place for this bull 
in their herd. 

The Pagel herd is a family propo- 
sition, Mr. Pagel being assisted in his 
Holstein activities by his three 
daughters, Luella, Viola and Marion, 
all leaders in 4-H work with Holstein 
projects. An attractive promotional 
booklet recently put out by the 
Rochester Chamber of Commerce, 
carries a picture of the three girls 
and their calves to illustrate the 4-H 
activities of this great agricultural 
community.

Fifteen 
years ago, we had a chemist from 
Carnation come over to test our 
water, which is artesian. He found 
the salt content to be .002 while the 
salt content at Carnation Farms was

100% T.B. TESTED 

The U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, 
under date of November 22, has re- 
leased a news story announcing the 
fact that every herd of cattle in the 
United States had been tested at 
least once for tuberculosis. The last 
herd to receive its initial test in this 
remarkable campaign to rid _ the 
country of this dread disease was 
located in Stanislaus County Calif- 
ornia, and there remain only six 
counties in the entire United States 
yet to be celaned up for final ac- 
creditation. These are located in 
central California. 


The first herd of cattle in the 
United States to be officially ac- 
credited free from tuberculosis was 
the registered Holstein herd owned 
by the U. S. Soldiers’ Home in Wash- 
ington, D. C. During progress of 
this nation-wide campaign more than 
220,000,000 tuberculin tests have 
been applied and approximately 3,- 


750,000 reactors have been slaugh- 
tered.

lowas Annual Meeting

The Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Asso- 
ciatien held their most successful 
meeting in years at Hotel Russell- 
Lamson, Waterloo, December 12, 
with 150 breeders and their wives 
present. 

A report of the treasurer, J. H. 
Boehmler, showed that the associa- 
tion had taken in during the year 
$1,778.35 and spent $1,710.82, leav- 
ing in the treasury $1,971.96. 


A check of the memberships 
showed that 343 members have paid 
their dues to the state association 
during the past year and that 12 
counties had active organizations, 
with 15 members or more. Black 
Hawk County lead the list with 96 
members. Fayette stood in second 
place with 42, while Scott stood in 
third place with 21 members. 


The budget committee, headed by 
Folmer Hanson, Cedar Falls, recom- 
mended the expenditure of $1,044.86 
for 1940 for the regular program of 
the association, which includes 
awarding gold watches to the county 
champion 4-H Holstein club mem- 
bers, banquet at the Dairy Cattle 
Congress for 4-H Holstein exhibitors, 
prizes, for the production contestants 
and halters for the champion 4-H 
Holstein showmen. 


The breeders program provides 
subscriptions to all members of the 
state association to the Holstein- 
Friesian World and to all Smith- 
Hughes schools that ask for such 
subscriptions. Funds are also pro- 
vided for the annual meeting, for the 
Dairy Cattle Congress banquet, for 
the state picnic, for dues to the Iowa 
State Dairy Association, ribbons and 
judges for the district shows and ex- 
penses of the state show committee, 
in addition to the regular expenses 
such as supplies, postage, etc. 


The board of directors also passed 
appointing a committee 


the motion 


to investigate the possibility of doing 
further extension work such as the 
publishing of an JIowa Holstein 
Breeders’ Directory or a quarterly 
newspaper to be sent to all the 3700 
breeders known to have Holsteins in 
lowa. 

The sale committee report showed 
that at the spring sale 57 head had 
been sold April 3 for $7,345.00 and 
that 68 head were sold in the fall 
sale Nov. 8 for $10,721.00. The sale 
committee urged the breeders to 
continue their support to the state 
sales with consignments from the 
top one-third of their herds, point- 
ing out that in this way better prices 
can be maintained and a higher 
class of buyers attracted to the sales. 


The show committee, headed by 
W. D. Mitchell, Chairman, reported 
that 9 district shows were held the 
past year with 146 exhibitors show- 
ing 502 cattle and a total of 1,755 
people attending. 


It was further reported that the 
state herd won 4th place at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress and a some- 
what different herd won first place 
at the National Dairy Show. The 
association voted in favor of con- 
tinuing the shows for 1940. 


The 4-H prize committee reported 
that 11 Bulovo gold wrist watches 
have been awarded to county cham- 
pion 
year and 10 halters have been pre- 
sented to the county champion 4-H 
showmen. It was also pointed out 
that starting with 1940 in order for 
a club member to be selected as the 
county champion Holstein club mem- 
ber and be eligible for the gold watch 
he must have completed at least a 10 
month production record on one of 
his 4th club heifers and that at least 
2 boys in each county must be 
eligible for the prize before any 
county will receive the watch. This 
is in accordance with a rule adopted

Thomas E. Elder was unanimously 
re-elected President of the New Eng- 
land States Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation at a dinner meeting held in 
Brattleboro on December 11, which 
in spite of snow storms and icy roads 
was attended by upwards of fifty 
people representing all of the New 
England States except Rhode Island. 


Following a bounteous steak din- 
ner in the Brooks House, President 
Elder called the meeting to order 
and in his usual happy and genial 
manner presided at the business ses- 
sion and the short program of infor- 
mal talks. 

Treasurer A. P. Bigelow reported 
a balance in the treasury of $382.93 
with about $100 spent since the re- 
port was prepared. President Elder 
presented a brief outline of the work 
done by Allen Crissey, National Field 
Man, in New England during the 
past year and Mr. Crissey reported 
for the Legislative Committee, stat- 
ing that the total solids law had been 
amended by the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature to favor the farmer who is 
selling milk to a dealer. John G. 
Ellis reported on the Extension at 
Eastern States, giving full credit to 
John Bridgeman for a splendid job 
of breed publicity. 


Prof. Dick Foley of Massachuetts 
State College reported that a large 
tobacco barn at the college would 
be available to house cattle for fu- 
ture sales and that the college would 
furnish a large tent in which the 
sales could be held. Warner L. 
Thomas of Brattleboro reported that 
land was available near Brattleboro 
on which a sale pavilion could be er- 
ected if the M. S. C. proposition 
proved to be unsuitable and others 
advocated a pavilion somewhere near 
Worcester or Springfield.

York City to Venezuelan dairy farms 
today by the New Jersey Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, according to 
E. J. Perry, secretary of the Associa- 
tion. Seventeen of the animals are 
heifers from 16 to 26 months of age 
and the other two are bulls, one a 
yearling and the other a two-year- 
old.

Allen Crissey, eastern representative 
of the Holstein Association of 
America, and Mr. Perry worked with 
them in making the necessary ar- 
rangements for the shipment 


Selection of cattle from New Jer- 
sey herds resulted after several rep- 
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resentative herds had been inspected 
and a study made of the breeding 
practices followed by their owners. 
The fact that the herds from which 
the cattle came are all blood tested 
and found negative to the abortion 
organism figured largely in the de- 
cision, according to Mr. Perry. New 
Jersey’s proximity to the load point 
in New York was also taken into 
consideration. 


Commenting on the transaction, 
Mr. Cabrera said, ““We are pleased 
with the dairy cattle that we have 
seen in New Jersey and it is our be- 
lief that there is certain to be in- 
creased trade between Venezuela and 
the United States in well bred live 
stock.”

May I suggest that the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America set up some measurement standards for 
cows of the several production and age groups based 
on official measurements of enough animals to make the 
results statistically significant.
